BOfRiO,  N^a  (BP)  -  Near¬ 
ly  150  children  and  adults 
enslaved  by  Boko  Haram  Is¬ 
lamic  extremists  for  sex  and 
labor  have  been  rescued  from 
a  ttmote  camp  in  Bomo  state. 
Nigeria’s  defense  leaders  said 
June  4. 

nRie  rescued  hostages,  com- 
priidns  15  men,  58  women,  and 
75  chiidrai  reveded...  that  tiie 
Boko  Haram  terrorists  had  sex¬ 
ually  violated  the  females  and 
used  them  as  sex  slaves,"  the 
milita^  said  in  a  pieas  brief¬ 
ing  a^  the  June  3  rcscQjS. 
"The  men  were  not  spared,  as 
they  were  regularly  in 

form  labor  whfle  m  the  ctqytiv- 
hy  of  the  terrorista." 

The  captives  were  rescued 
during  counteriosurgeDcy  op¬ 
erations  in  the  Baina  vflfege  of 
Modu  KImeri  and  transferred  to 
tiie  Bams  Internally  Displaced 
Persons  (IDP)  Cunp  for  care, 
the  militaiy  add.  Omer  drtafls 
about  the  need  hostages,  sudi 
as  the  length  of  captivity  and 
hometowns,  were  not  disooeed. 

The  rescue  came  Just  dgys 
after  Amnesty  IntemaiioDd  ac¬ 
cused  NIgarian  niflkary  offidals 
nf  rtwtnsd^w  raping  uid  abus- 
ing  tnternaQy-diqplaoed  persons 
in  their  care  since  2015,  includ¬ 
ing  those  hdd  in  Bama. 

Amnesty’s  May  24  report, 
Th^r  BetxiQ^  Us,  accuses  ^fi- 
geria’s  mflitBry  officials  of  using 
tiietr  authority,  aa  wcQ  aa  food 
and  other  bsinc  nerrasitigB  to 
coerce  women  into  sex,  "wfaidi 
smounts  to  rape  under  intema- 
tioodlaw."

Ifigera  has  denied  Amnesty’s 
repmt,  citing  training  and  disa- 
plinary  actiona  to  counter  sexual 
violence  and  abuse  at  its  camps.

In  the  Armed  Forces,  we 
maintsin  that  we  do  not  con¬ 
done  cape  and  do  not  have  rap- 


press  statement  "The  Military 
has  several  measures  in  iflaoe  to 
regulate  the  conduct  or  troops 
aim  to  define  their  relationships 
with  members  of  their  hoirt 
communities.” 

Nigriia’s  two  most  populous 
camps  in  Bomo  Sti^  Bakas- 
si  and  Dalori,  togewr  house 
more  than  45>5O0  IDPs,  Agim 
said.  The  military  would  inves¬ 
tigate  any  reports  of  rape  made 
in  camps,  he  vowed. 

In  tne  June  3  counterinsur¬ 
gency  operations  that  freed 
14B  Doafegsai  Nigeria’s  mili¬ 
tary  also  uncovered  guns  and 
ammunition. 

Millions  of  Nigerians,  many 
of  them  Christian,  have  hem 
ctisplacgd  by  Boko  Haram  vio- 
lenoe  extending  nearly  10  years. 
Thetemristshavedafanedalle- 
giaiice  to  the  Islamic  Stato  abo 
known  aa  ISIS,  and  have  aflled 
more  than  20,000  people  in  at¬ 
tempts  to  estabttsh  strfe  Sharia 
lawmNigeria.

101  Dapchi  schoolgiris  the  most 
widely  reported  cases.
